ECONOMY BLOC IN 
SENATE IS ROUTED 
ON INCOME T. ISSUE);

MONTGOMERY, July 26.—The 
1931 Legislature adjourned sine 
die at 3:45 a.m, Sunday, following 
one of the stormiest fights ever 
staged at the capitol, with the fol- 
Towing revenue legislation finally 
enacted: 

1. An amendment to the con- 
stitution to be voted on in Novem- 
ber, authorizing the state to levy 
and collect an income tax and also 
providing that all of the state’s ad 
valorem taxes will be lifted at the 
beginning of the fiscal year of 
1932-338. 

2. A gasoline tax inerease of 
one cent, to continue in effect for 
four years, with the entire pro- 
ceeds of the tax during the first 
year going to the state for the 
needs of the -Highway Department, 
and for the succeeding three years 
the revenue to be divided equally 
among the 67 counties. 

38. An amendment to the con- 
stitution, authorizing the issuance 
of $25,000,000 highway bonds, to 
be financed by another permanent 
one cent gasoline tax, 

4. A constitutional amendment 
enabling the state to issue interest- 
bearing warrants up to $15,000,- 
000 for the purpose of liquidating 
the state’s floating debt. 

The four measures succeeded in 
passage early Sunday morning af- 
ter a threatened filibuster, which 
would have prevented ~enactment 
of the four proposals, was finally 
abandoned, If the filibuster had 
not been dropped voluntarily by 
Senator Hildreth, the Legislature 
would have automatically ceased 
to function two minutes later and 
the measures would have gone 
down in defeat. 

Difficult as the fight was in fin- 
ally putting over the measures in 
the Legislature, particularly in the 

Senate where a bloe of 21 mem- 
bers held forth until the last day 
only to yield unexpectedly to an 
eleventh hour rally staged by ad- 
ministration faces still another ob- 
stacle before the program goes in- 
to effect. 

Three of the four measures are 
constitutional amendments and 
must be ratified by the people of 
Alabama in November. The fourth, 
the “exice” gasoline tax, although 
a statutory enactment, also will de- 
pend largely upon the will of the 
people as its constitutionality has 
been questioned and for this rea- 
son, a clause validating the tax was 
inserted in the highway bond is- 
sue. If the people approve the 
bond issue they also will be vali- 
‘dating the special gasoline tax 
which passed in the Legislature af- 
ter the required forty-fifth day 
deadline set for revenue measures. 

The income tax amendment pro- 
vides limits similar to the govern- 
ment’s levy, the tax ranging from 
1 to 10 per cent on incomes, with 
$1,500 exemption for single and 
$38,500 for married persons. Other 
exemptions in the state tax are sim- 
ilar to the federal government law. 

If the people ratify this amend- 
ment in November, the Legislature 


will be called back and will pass] $ 


an enabling act. The new law will 
then go into effect. 
After the tax year ending Sep- 


tember 30, 1932, the state’s ad 
valorem tax, amounting to 6% 


mills, will be lifted. 

Inasmuch as the rate and exemp- 
tions of the state’s income tax will 
not be greater than the United 
States tax, the state will receive 
no more out of the tax than the 
national government. Last year "s 
United States income tax receipts 
in Alabama were $5,866,000. Ad 
valorem taxes collected by the state 
for the same year were $7,689,273, 

Thus, it is indicated that two 
‘years after ratification of the in- 
come tax amendment, the state will 
lose about $2,000,000 in tax re- 
ceipts, due to substitution of the 
income tax for the ad valorem tax. 

Gov. Miller’s administration, 
however, during the first two years 
will have both income tax and the 
ad valorem levy in operation, if 
the amendment is ratified, and if 
even the receipts of the income 
tax during these two years are 
similar to the government’s re- 
ceipts last year, the administration 
stands to gain $11,782,000 in ad- 
ded tax receipts for the first two 
years. For the last two years, how- 
ever, his tax receipts stand to

The income tax amendment is 
tied to the debt finance measure 
and must be ratified jointly at the 
polls. in November. The latter 
measure provides for issuance of 
interest bearing 20-year warrants, 
the interest to be paid out of re- 
ceipts of the income tax, with 
which to pay off the deficit. 

The highway bond issue amend- 
pent authorizes the state to issue 
25,000,000 additional road bonds. 
In addition to the permanent one- 
cent tax which the amendment 
levies, for the creation of an in- 
terest and sinking’ fund to retire 
The securities, and the clause vali- 
dating the temporary one-cent tax, 
the measure has a number of safe- 
guards. The most important ones 
would prevent the state from us- 
ing any of the money from the new 
bond issue for payment of past 
obligations of the Highway De- 
partment, would prevent the state 
from using this money to buy ad- 
ditional road building machinery, 
would prevent the money from he- 
ing used only for construction of 
new projects and for ‘‘emergency” 
repairs. Each county, under the 
amendment, would receive at least 
$275,000 of the road bond money 
for projects in the respective coun- 
ties and a part of the state high- 
way system. 

As finally passed, the emergency 
one-cent gasoline tax will cease, 


four years after its enactment, Pro-| Sis 


ceeds of this tax for the first year, 
amounting approximately to $1.- 
750,000, wili go to the Highway 
Department for road needs.

Following 18 meetings of pea- 
nut growers in 10 counties of Ala 
bama and Florida, G. W. Ray, ex- 
tension marketing specialist, re- 
ports that the Alabama-Florida Co 
operative Peanut Association is 
growing in strength and member- 
ship. 

More than 1,500 growers living 
in these counties, which produce 
most of the peanuts grown in Ala- 
bama and Florida, attended the 
meetings and heard leading farm- 
ers; Dr. W. C. Braswell, president 
of the peanut co-op; county agents, 
and A, B. Gibson, representative 
of the Federal Farm Board, ex: 
plain the aims and purposes of the 
new organization. 

At the meetings 
signed marketing 
many more are 
between now and harvest time. 

“Growers have indicated their 
willingness to associate themselve 
with this movement which is plan- 
ned to improve the peanut industry 
as a whole, and marketing in par- 
ticular,” said Mr, Ray. “They he- 
lieve that most any change would 
result in an improvement over the 
present uneconomic and uncertain 
method of peanut merchandising. 
Plans for proper weighing, gral- 
ing, storing, financing, shelling and 
selling are being made as rapidly 
as possible, and the organization 
expects to be ready to render ex- 
cellent service by the time it is 
needed.” 

“The 10 meetings were held in 
Covington, Coffee, Henry, Geneva, 
Houston, Crenshaw, Dale, Pike and 
Barbour Counties of Alabama, and 
Jackson County of Florida. 

Growers who desire to cooperate 
in this movement should confer 
with their county farm bureau 
where marketing contracts can he 
found, Dr. Braswell said. “It is 
hoped that we will have 1,500 
members and 10,000 tons of pea- 
nuts under contract when the shell- 
ing season opens,” he added. 

The association was launched 
April 17 at Dothan and is sponsor- 
ed by the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation.

There are more potato vines out 
this year than has ever been put 
out before in this section. I nev- 
ey have seen a farmer who had too 
many sweet potatoes. I guess some 
old cotton farmer could have too 
many if he really tried, as he would 
not have anything to feed them to, 
but when it comes to a real farmer 
who has hogs, chickens, cows, tur- 
keys and good mules you simply 
cannot get too many potatoes. They 
are good for every form of animal 
life on the farm, including folks, 
and they are good and better to 
all alike. Did you ever try feed- 
ing a few potatoes to your mules? 
Well, if you have not, I would sug- 
gest that you try it for once. Mules 
are crazy about good sweet pota- 
toes. A baked potato is about the 
best thing you can feed a young 
chicken that you expect to eat in 
a few weeks. If you happen to 
have about 100 bushels left over 
in the spring, you can take about 
$50.00 away from some good mer- 
chant for them. I hope you all 
make a lot of potatoes and can 
then sell them for a good price. 
* * * 


Had you thought about the free 
crops this year? We had more 
huckleberries than we ever had he- 
fore, and then had a good black- 
berry crop to follow. As a rule 
we do not have both crops the same 
year. Then we had a lot of plums 
and now comes the figs and peach- 
es. I believe there are more peach- 
es this year than ever before. I 
am sure that we never did have 
as many figs before as we have 
this year. Do you and your folks 
like fie preserves? T’ll bet that 
you do and most everybody else 
likes them when they can get them. 
Did you ever know of a family 
having too many fig preserves? No, 
T can tell you right now, there is 
no such man in this country. Ev- 
ery person in Coffee County should 
have all the fig preserves he wants 
all this winter and he can have 
them if he will only-try. We are 
foolish to allow a single one of 
them to waste if we can save them, 
Figs are not only good to eat, but 
they are good for your system. 
There is nothing better for you 
than figs. It is a shame for us to 
have so much and yet we have 
families who do not have such 
things as they need during the win- 
ter months, It is our duty to save 
all we can and then help the other 
man save all he can. This should 
be a land of plenty.

There is noth- 
ing that I like better than I do 
good old huckleberry pie and I be- 
lieve the bushes are worth protect- 
ing. Do you know how large one 
of these bushes will grow? I can 
tell you that they will grow large 
enough for a man to climb up in 
them. Our trouble is, we allow the 
fire to destroy them before they 
get old enough to be very large. J 
hope we will not allow fire to de- 
stroy another huckleberry bush in 
Coffee County.

Lions Convention Against 
Policies Of Soviet Russia 


TORONTO, Ont.—Julien Hyer 
of Fort Worth, Texas, the new 
president of Lions International, 
is in Chieago this week formulat- 
ing and working out the details 
of policies adopted by the board 
of directors at their meeting in 'To- 
ronto, One change occurred in the 
International Constitution and By- 


Laws, permitting one active mem- 
ber on the Board of Directors from 
any country with forty-five or 


more clubs in that country, As a 
result of the amendment, Jack Con 
nell of Toronto, Canada, was voted 
on the Board to represent Canada 
in the International Association. 

The Lions International conven- 
tion at Toronto, Canada, July 13 
18 proved to be the largest and 
most eventful in the history of 
Lionism, The approximate 10,000 
Lions in attendance failed to fol- 
low the platitude of complete pac- 
ificism typieal of the present day 
service club, but adopted a plat- 
form of active economic resistance 
to the methods and policies of Sov- 
iet Russia, The resolution passe 
by the convention is as follows: 

“Be it resolved that the dele- 
evates of this Convention wo on ree- 
ord as being opposed to the prac 
tice of any of the citizens froin 
the countries represented in this} 
association lending their aid and 
assistance to the communistie and 
oviet policies of Russia.” 

The resolution was in part 
prompted by the brilliant address 
of Colonel Alvin H. Owsley of Dal- 
las, Texas, Past Commander of the 
American Legion, in which he la- 
mented the facet that American in- 
dustrial specialists and engineers 
were selling themselves to Soviet 
Russia and making it possible for 
that country to compete with wus 
through our own methods and the 
added advantage of conscript labor. 


Farm Women Can ‘ 
Many Products 


To provide a supply of canned 
produets for their own tables and 
also a surplus for the market 24,- 
759 Alabama women and girls who 
are engaged in home demoxstration 
and 4-H Clubs are now engaged in 
home canning, Fruits, vegetables, 
and meats are being: canned or 
preserved otherwise in the form of 
jams, jellies, pickles, juices, and 
also dried products. 


Most of these food products are 
canned in glass containers, al- 
though a few are using tin, accord- 
ing to Miss Helen Kennedy, exten- 
sion specialist in foods and nutri- 
tion of the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute. 

The work si now at a peak for 
the season. It began in the spring 
and will continue until the end of 
the harvest season in the fall. 
Fruits and vegetables in season are 
being saved in cans. Most of the 
work is being done in kitchens, 
but a few have access to larger 
canning outfits. Steam pressure 
canners are being used on a lare- 
er seale than ever before. 

As a guide to supplying the fam- 
ily needs Miss Kennedy has named 
a standard budget for a family of 
five. It includes 60 quarts of to- 
matoes, 30 pints of peas, 20 quarts 
of beans, 80 pints of corn, beets, 
and carrots, 20 quarts of soup mix- 
ture, and 65 quarts of berries. To 
this should be added 5 quarts and 
5 pints of vegetables and 5 quarts 
of fruit for emergencies, she said. 

A fruit, two vegetables in adai- 
tion to potatoes, and a meat should 
be included in the daily diet of 
each person, Miss Kennedy said. By 
canning and otherwise saving fruits 
and vegetables while they are in 
season these products will be 
available during the fall, winter, 
and spring. 
Rat Protection Of Corn- 

crib Is Badly Needed 


With a larger corn crop planted 
and good yields generally expect- 
ed it is time to give attention to 
cribs for storing corn, said W. A. 
Ruffin, extension entomologist at 
Auburn. 

“Rspecially,’’ continues Mr. Ruf- 
fin, “should cribs be made rat- 
proof. More than the cost of this 
should be saved during the first 
year. An unprotected crib is the 
social center and also the commis- 
sary for alk rats in the neigh- 
borhood’’. 

“Of all the buildings on the av- 
erage farm the corncrib is usally 
in greatest need of rat-proofing, 
and now is the time to build the 
rats out while the crib: is empty 
and before this year’s crop is gath- 
ered, One of the cheapest meth- 
ods where conditions are suitable 
is to place the crib on posts that 
give an underneath clearance of 
at least thirty inches. The sup- 
porting posts are covered with 
sheet metal, or are protected at 
the tops with metal dises extend- 
ing at least nine inches out from 
the posts.” 

In the summer when cribs are 
empty and other farm work is not 
pressing they should receive at- 
tention in order to have them ready 
for storing corn in the fall. Mak- 
ing them rat-proof is not expens- 
ive, but it will save a great amount 
of corn in one season. In addi- 
tion to saving corn the quality of 
that which is not destroyed will be 
improved by keeping rats out. 

Practical information on making 
cribs rat-proof is contained in 
Farmer Bulletin No. 1688, ‘Rat- 
Proofing Buildings and Premises,” 
issued by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. Copies may be had 
by writing Mr. Ruffin, or from 
county agents.
